™ Debate in the House Over 
: Silver Question. 


| SEREWD PIECE OF MANIPULATION 


Clears the Decks of All Obstruction 
and Congress Gets to Business,

His Name Is Pence, and He’s at Home on 
the Money Question— News and Gos- 
sip of the Day at W ashington. 


Washington, January 11.-—(Special.)— 
The democratic leaders of the house accom- 
plished the most notable feat of diplomacy 
in the history of the party this morning. 
Without committees or rules a resolution 
was put through the house providing for 
the consideration and action upon financial 
jegisiation. Under it there can be no fil- 
jbustering and no stubborn fighting. All 
interests have an equal chance and by 
the act of the house itself without a single 
democratic objection the house has de- 
cided that the will of the majority shall rule 
in the adoption of financial legislation. 
If it could be termed a victory for either 
faction it is for the advocates of free coin- 
age. That is voted upon first. If that 
fails the Bland act can be re-enacted pro- 
sided it has sufficient votes. Should either 
win the repeal of the Sherman law goes 
with it. Should both fail then the Sherman 
law will be repealed without substitute leg- 
islation. ‘d‘his act mimifies the importance 
of the committee on coinage of this house. 
The house itself will do the work the com- 
mittee was to do and it relieves the speak- 
er of the embarrassment of being accused 
of making the committee up in the interest 
of either faction. 

It was known before the house met this 
morning that an agreement had _ been 
reached. The programme had been mapped 
out and it went through without a hitch. 

Mr. Wilson’s Bill. 

Immediately after the reading of the 
journal Mr. Wilson, of West Virginia, who 
had been chosen by the president and Sec- 
retary Carlisle to represent the administra- 
tion in the contest, offered a bill for the 
repeal of a part of the Sherman act. 
It repeals the silver purchase section 
and provides that ‘‘this repeal shall not im- 
pair nor in any manner affect the legal 
tender quality of the standard silver dollars 
heretofore coined; and the faith and credit 
of the United States are hereby pledged to 
maintain the parity of the gold and silver 
coin of the United States, at the present 
legal ratio, or such other ratio as may be 
established by law.” 

Mr. Bland then presented the agreement 
made this morning governing the course of 
debate. After some little’ objection from 
the republicans an arrangement was effect- 
ed whereby a debate for fourteen days— 
with night sessions if desired—was provided 
for—votes to be taken on ratios varying 
from sixteen to one to twenty to one, and 
an amendment reviving the Bland act of 
1878; the daily sessions of the house to ex- 
tend from 11 o'clock a. m. until 5 o’clock 

; =. 
The immediate consideration of both was 
asked for. Mr. Reed, Jerry Simpson, Mr. 
Burrows and several other republicans at- 
tempted to start a debate and create fric- 
tion. but Mr. Bland asked for the previous 
question and the speaker declared it in 
order. Mr. Joe Cannon attempted 
to filibuster, but Tom Reed saw it was of 
no use. The democrats had, with unusual 
diplomacy, arranged a plan that could not 
be thwarted and he advised against Mr. 
Cannon’s movement. 

The previous question was put and adopt- 


Mr. Bland’s Free Coinage Meature. 

Then Mr. Bland offered a free coinage 
bil] at sixteen to one ratio as a substitute 
for Mr. Wilson's bill, and debate was de- 
clared in order. Mr. Raynor, of Maryland, 
immediately took the fleor against Mr. 
Bland’s bill. 

Thus the general debate, which is to last 
eleven days started. For that time under 
the order there can be nothing but speech- 
making and on the twelfth day debate under 
the five-minute rule will commence. Then 
all sorts of amendments are in order. This 
is to last for three more @ays, and then a 
direct vote will be had upon all pending 
amendments to the Bland biil. If that is 
defeated a vote will be had on something 
similar to the old Bland-Allison law, and 
should that fail the Wilson bill, as given 
above, will be voted upon. : 

Thus within less than three week@ th 
house will have done its work. Some bill 
will have passed and then the senate will 
have to struggle with the question in earn- 
est. 

The indications at present are that free 
Coinage will be defeated in the house by 
from thirty to fifty majority, though a 
change is possible. In the senate the free 
coinage men are in the majority right now, 
but several senators are wavering under 
the pressure from the administration and 
outside sources and the result there is 
doubtful. 

Mr. Pence’s Hit. 

The third man to rise and address the 
Speaker was Mr. Pence, of Colorado, a4 
hew member, elected by populists and sil- 
ver democrats. That a man who has not 

a member of the house a week should 
attempt a speech was a great surprise to 
every one, and the members crowded about. 

r. Pence js a young man, thirty-six years 
of age, smooth-faced, and is a lawyer by 
Profession. He surprised the house more 
than any young man who has ever ad- 
dressed it. His first words showed him to 
be an orator and a scholar. For more than 
thirty minutes not a member left his seat 
and when he had concluded, ringing ap- 
Pilause went up from every part of the 
house. Mr. Pence started by telling of the 
Condition of affairs in Colorado and then 
asked was it possible that Mr. Raynor and 
Mr. Bland, uttering directly opposite sen- 
timents, could have been elected on the 
Same identical platform. He quoted from a 
Speech Mr. Carlisle once made in the house 
to the effect that the demonetization of 
silver was the most gigantic crime of this 
Seneration, and he contrasted that declara- 
ton with the present attitude of the sec- 
tetary of the treasury on the silver ques- 
Yon. The speech, he said, was made when

No Appointments for a While. 

It is the understanding here that no ap- 
pointments will be made until the Sherman 
act has been disposed of. ‘The president 16 
quoted as saying that neither he nor mem- 
bers of congress have any business consi:- 
ering offices while the fate of the country 
is hanging on a balance. Many local ofli- 
ces in the various states have not yet been 
filled, but the president is quite willing 
that members who desire recognition in 
the way of these appointments shall be 
kept in suspense until they have voted on 
the Sherman law. It is doubtful if a sia- 
gle nomination, except in cases of special 
emergency, goes to the senate and the re- 
pealing bill reaches the white house. The 
President substantially male up his mind to 
this when he called the extra session. He 
has given recess appointments in a few 
cases where a change was demanded for 
the good of the service or where vacancies 
needed to be filled. But there will be no 
distrobution of “plums” from the spoilmen’s 
point of view until congress acts on the gil- 
ver purchase law. 

Kndeavoring to Clear Himself. 

Senator Irby is here getting up affidavits 
to prove that Captain Jim Tillman, and not 
he, filed the famous Craddock dispatch to 
The Augusta Chronicle last March. Sen- 
ator. Irby does not seem disposed to have 
a duel with young Mr. Tillman, but is 
endeavoring to clear himself of the charges 
made by Tillman against him.

OFF TO BUZZARD’S BAY. 


He Says His Health Demands the Rest—To 
Ke Gone Until September. 

Washington, August 11.—President Cléve- 
land slipped out of town quietly this morn- 
ing, ard in accordance with his custom, 
he kept sécret the hour of his departure. 
He came into the white house from “Wood- 
ley’’ las8 evening, spending the night there, 
and at twenty mfnutes of 7 o'clock this 
morning left the mansion in his carriage 
for the Pennsylvania railroad station, where 
he was joined by Secretary Lamont. There 
were few people in the station at the time 
and Mr. Cleveland and Mr. Lamont passed 
unnoticed to the train platform, where they 
boarded a special car attached to the Rich- 
mond and Danville express, which drew out 
for New York at 7:05 o'clock. 

Mr. Cleveland has made arrangements for 
remaining at Buzzard’s Bay until Septem: 
ber ist. Colonel Lamont has business in 
New York, but he will probably extend his 
trip to Sorrento, Me., where his wife and 
family -are ‘staying for the sumnier. He 
will return to Washington about the middle 
of next week. The following Wtitement 
made by the president was given out for 
publication this afteruoon: 

“The president has returned to Gray Ga- 
bles after spending a week in Wd&ashington. 
Before leaving he made the following state- 
ment for publitation: 

““‘My absence from the capital at this 
time may excite some surprise, in view of 
my intense interest in the subject now 
awaiting “the determination of congress. 
Though my views and recommendations 
have already been officially submitted to 
thav* body, and though I am by no means 
certain I .coukl further aid in bringing 
about the result which seems 60 necessary, 
it would be a great satisfaction to me if I 
could remain at the scede of acilon but 
whether [ am here or elsewhere, 1 shall ldo 
with hope and confidence to the action o 
those p whom the responsibility now 
rests of relieving our people from their 
present dangers .and difliculties. 

“*T am” going back to my summer home 
at the seashore because I am not sufficiently 
rested from the strain to which I have been 
subjected since the 4th of March to tit me 
to again assume the duties and labors which 
await me here. have been counseled by 
those whose advice I cannot disregard that 
the further rest I contemplate is absolutely 
necessary to my health and strength. I 
shall remain away during the montb of Au- 
gust and shall devote myself to rest and 
out-door recreation. 

‘““*My day’s doings will be devoid of inter- 
est to the puDlic and FI will be exceedingly 
pleased if I can be free from the atten- 
tions of newspaper correspondents.’ ’ 

Secretaries Carlisle and Gresham and 
Postmaster General Bissell left here at 3 
o'clock this afternoon for Deer Park, Md., 
where they will remain until Monday. 

It is announced at the treasury depart- 
ment that Secretary Carlisle is giving his 
undivided attention at this time to financial 
matters, and will continue to do so for 
some time, to the exclusion of appointments.

M’KINLEY ON NEAL’S NOMINATION. 


“There Will Be No Straddling of the Tariff 
Question.” 

Cleveland, O., August 11.—While on a 
Columbus. Akron and Cleveland train last 
evening Governor McKinley was asked his 
views of the democratic state convention and 
its mominee for governor. The governor 
said that Lawrence T. Neal was a gentlemen, 
and that considering the prominent part he 
bad taken in the Chicago convention, it was 
but right and logical that he should receive 
the nomination. 

“Mr. Neal’s nomination,’ he continued, 
“means that there will be no straddling of 
the tariff question. The battle will be a 
square, open, clearly defined one between the 
party that has declared for a stand by a 
protective tariff and the party that demands 
that tariff for revenue only.’’ 


ACCIDENT TO COLONEL OATES. 


He Its Thrown from a Cable Carin Washing- 
ton and Seriously Injured. 

Washington, August 11.—Representative 
Oates, of Alabama, met with a painful acci- 
dent yesterday in being thrown4from a cahie 
ear in this city. The car started suddenly, 
and Colonel Oates, having but one arm, was 
unable to save himseif, and. fell heavily to 
the pavement, striking on his baek. The 
back of the congressman's head fs badly 
pruised as well as his beck, and whiie no 
serious injuries are apprehended today, his 
physicians do not pronounce Colonel Oates yet 
out of danger. This is the second case where 
a one-armed mem®er from the south has met 
svith a similar accident. General Hooker, of 
Mississippi, having been a victim last spring.

Citizens of South Alabama Tired of the 
Meacham Desperadoes 


PURSUE AND SHOOT THEM DOWN 


Levi James, Tooch Bedsoe and Kirk 
James Already Dead, 


AND OTHERS IN THE 


Are Surrounded and Will Be Putto Death 
When Captured—History of Thoir 
Urimes in Their Locality. 


SWAMPS 


Mobile, Ala., August 11.—A special to 
The Register from Jackson, Ala., says: 
The counties of Clarke, Choctaw, Wilcox 
aud Marengo are stirred to the highest 
pitch at the murderous doings of the noto 
rious Meachamites, and at this writing be- 
tween four aud five hundred men are in 
Meacham beat for the avowed purpose 
of wiping out every member of the gang 
and avenging the murderous wrongs per- 
petrated upon the good people of the coun- 
ties named. 

From a resident of Jackson, who is well 
acquainted with the operations of the gang, 
an interesting story was gleauei. The 
Meachamites number between _ thirty-five 
and fifty men and the point of their opera- 
tions is Meacham beat, six miles from 
Coffeeville and about seventeen miles from 
Thomasville. Five years ago, when the 
settlement was founded, these men plied 
their vocation as farmers and were to all 
intents and purposes good citizens, A 
year ago, however, trouble began. 

They hiuna “iind Tiger.” 

The county is a prohibition one; but one 
day a sign was displayed on a tree in the 
village that whisky could be secured on 
certain nights during the week by applying 
at a certain store. Customers were plenti- 
ful. When they entered the store they were 
met by a masked man who would deal out 
to them whisky in such quantities as they 
desired. No questions were asked 
by either party and then the buyer was 
warned under penalty of death to say noth- 
ing of the business methods followed by 
the dealer. 

This violation of the law went on for 
some time and the selling of whisky led to 
the crimes being committed. Several fatal 
shootings between drunken men occurred. 
The best citizens expressed themselves free- 
ly and several of them were threatened 
| with death if they attempted to take any 
action. 

Finally John A. Hare had his barn, sta- 
bles and houses burned and on his going 
into the yard to fight the flames he was 
shot at and narrowly escaped fatal injury. 
Joseph Anderson was another victim. He 
was shot down on a Sunday evening while 


| walking through his field and died instantly. 


His’ assassin was’ never arrested, although 
it’ was well known who egommitted the 
deed. A few months later a thrifty old 
negro, and the only one in the Meacham 
beat at the time, was killed while at work 
at his mill. 

The Gang’s Leader Killed. 


At this time the clan was widening and 
taking in more new men. Terror exiated 
among all and men joined the gang through 
fear and to protect themselves. In Decem- 
ber last Krnest McCorquodale’s death fol- 
lowed. ‘This cowardly assassination,  vc- 
curring as it did on Christmas night in 
the presence of the unfortunate victim’s 
family, worked up the entire community and 
his assassin was finally located. The evi- 
deuce was complete and on Monday after- 
noon the murderer met his death. He was 
L. James, the leader of the Meachamites 
and acknowledged as a terror in the com- 
munity. The posse located James near 
Cotteeville, Mouday afternoon at 4 o’clock. 
He had been out attending a meeting of 
the clan and Was on the way back and 
fin the act of entering his gate, when four 
mel Who were statioued at near by points 
ot advantage, pulled down on him with four 
Winchesters. [Every bullet took effect and 
James fell in his tracks. His body was 
earried jn the house by his family and next 
morning the remains were interred in the 
little cemetery of the town. James jeaves 
a Wife and several children. Kirk James 
and others of the gang are said to have met 
their death at the same time. 

Among the other acts of lawlessness com- 
mitted by the gang were the distilling of 
iliicit whisky and the counterfeiting of 
money. Since the killing of McCorquodale, 
they have also added two more crimes to 
their category. About a month ago a negro, 
named Willis House, was shot down while 
at work ip a field near Coffeeville, for an 
alleged insult to a white woman. Two 
weeks ago the alarm was given in Meach- 
am beat that a negro had attempted to 
outrage a white woman. A posse was 
formed and all the negroes in the beat 
were brought before the woman, who faii- 
ed to identify the guilty person. 
House, a brother of Willis House, was one 
of the men brought forward, and he was 
_ identified, but proved an alibi by two prom- 
inent men, and was released. About two 
hours before daylight the next morning 
House was called to his door and shot 
dead by two unknown men. Subsequent 
developments went to show that there was 
no attempt to outrage the woman, but the 
affair was a ruse to get a chance to dis- 
pose of House, who had related to certain 
parties that he knew who killed his brother, 
Willis House. Then followed the trouble 
at Thomasville, the Meachamites threat- 
ening to clean out the whole town on ac- 
count of one of their number, who stole a 

air of shoes, being caught up with. The 
ast outbreak on the part of the outlaws 
caused the law-abiding people of all the 
surrounding counties to come together and 
agree that the gang should be stamped out. 
fapture of Touch Bedaoe. 


Later—Tooch Bedsoe. one of the Meacham 
gang, was captured after a hard chase by 
the posse. Seeing his end was near, he 
confessed that Bob Burke killed John An- 
derson and shot down Willis House and 
that Levi James. the leader of the gang, 
killed Ernest McCorquodale for a large sum 
of money and that James Gordon killed 
Lem House: also that Captain James 
Forscue had been marked out as the next 
victim. The posse riddled Bedsoe with 
bullets. 

The dead of the gang are Levi James, 
Bedsoe and Kirk James. Other members 
of the gang are located in swamps and the 
posse proposes to bag them all by tomorrow 
night. ne man, Sandy Norris, who was 
taken today was in so pitiable a condition 
that the posse turned him over to the sher- 
iff instead of shooting him.

A BULLET IN HIS HEAD. 


Suicide of a Former Vice President of the 
Reading System. 

Chicago, August 11.—The suicide at Wash- 
ington park, last night of Mr. Charies G. 
Eddy, formerly second vice president of the 
Reading system, recalls, in the absence of 
any known reason for the deed, of the sui- 
cide of Franklin B. Gowan, president of the 
saine Reading system, which event took place 
in Washington, a few years ago. Prominent 
railway men, who knew Mr. Eddy for years, 
commented today on the strange similarity. 
The inquest today threw no light on the 
mystery. 

Mr. Eddy was found in Washington park 
last evening with a builet hole in his head. 
The wound was selfinfiicted. Nearly three 
months ago Eddy and his wife came here 
from the east, taking rooms at the Metropole 
hotel. Two weeks ago Mrs. Eddy ieft the 
city, going to a Wisconsin summer resort. 
Mr. Eddy seemed to take life easily, having 
apparently no cares. No one can tell why 
he killed himself. 

Was Out of a Job. 

Philadelphia, August. 11.—Charles G. Eddy, 
who committed suicide in Chicago last night, 
‘was one of the vice presidents of the Read- 
ingjzaiiroad up to the retirement of President 
Me . Mr. Eddy held an important posi- 
tion with the Norfolk and Western railroad 
‘up to the time that he was selected by Presi- 
dent McLeod as one of his assistants in the 
Reading management. He had been in his 
new position but a comparatively short time 
‘when Mr. McLeod resigned. As soon as 
President Haaris took charge he asked for the 
resignations of all the vice presidents ex- 
cept Vice President Voorhees. Mr. Eddy, it 
is understood. surrendered a $10,000 position 
@ @me to the Reading. 


HE 18 A CAPITALIST, 


Batis Charged with Killing His Mistress in 
Chicago. 

Chicago, August 11.—The fact developed to- 
day that Hugh Haven, who is under arrest 
charged with shooting Mrs. Mamie Webb, 
last night at a boarding house, where they 
had been /iving as man and twife, is a weal- 
thy capitalist from Kenosha, Wis. He in- 
herited a fortune from his grandfather, Hugh 
Speer, a well-known Chicago merchant. The 
woman is said to have come from Milan, 
Teun. she is reported to be the divorced 
wife of Robert Webb, an eastern business 
man. - J. M. Kehlor, Haven’s brother-in-law, 
demanded access to bim today with an atto® 
ney, but was refused by the police. Upinion 
is divided as to whether the woman suicided 
or was murdered. 

Hugh Haven was on the rack in Inspector 

Schaac’s private office for two hours this 
morning, and after the interview the officers 
seemed to be as much in the dark as ever re- 
garding the affair. 

The ghooting occurred about 10 o’ciock last 
night in the fashionable boarding house of 
Mrs. N. McBride. No one witnessed the 
deed, and all that is known regarding it is 
the fact that Haven reached home apparent- 
ly somewhat under the influence of liquor, 
‘was followed to his room by Mrs. Webb, with 
whom he had been living. and shortiy after- 
ward reappeared and said that his wife had 
kilied herself. 


THEY GOT THE NEGRO. 


He Was Gullty of a Terrible Crime and Met 
n Terrible Fate. 

Lake City, Fla., August 11.—The party of

THOUGHT TO HAVE YELLOW FEVER. 


The Florida State Health Officers 
Issue a Proclamation 


SHOWING THAT EVERY PRECAUTION 


Will Be Taken to Prevent Yellow Fever 
Being Introduced—Two Cases at 
Mobile Quarantine. 


Macon, Ga., August 11.—(Special.)—A 
white woman from Florida, supposed to 
have yellow fever, was taken from the 
East Tennessee train here today into the 
country for treatment. She is a refugee 
from Florida, but her illness may not be 
fever.

The Scare in Florida. 

Pensacola, Fla., August 11.—(Special. )— 
The city is quiet and the panic has com- 
pletely subsided. No new case of yellow 
fever or a suspicious case of any descrip- 
tion has been reported to the board of 
health today. : 

Dr. Porter, president of the state board 
of health, arrived in the city on last night's 
train and has taken charge. Surgeon Gen- 
eral Wyman has notified the citizens’ com- 
mittee by wire today that he would send 
three yellow fever expert surgeons, Mce- 
Gruder, Carter and Murry to report here and 
make a thorough investigation. 

Proclamation of the ptate Officer. 

The state officer today offered the follow- 
ing proclamation: 

Pensaco.a, Fla., Aufust 11, 1895.—To the 
Public: By direction of the stite board of 
health, in compliance with section 7éyv of 
the revised statutes of the state of Florida, 
the state health officer of Florida assumes 
supervision of all sanitary matters in the 
city and port of Pensacola. The management 
of details and the execution of instructions 
wiil be through the executive department of 
the Dscambia county board of health: The 
state health officer desires to say to the pub- 
lic that at the present time there does not 
seem to be any occasion for undue alarm or 
scare. The report of the autopsy on the 
Rev. Waite and Ellen Wood having been 
officially accepted and declared as yellow fever, 
for the present the state authorities will act 
on the declaration and will institute such pre- 
cautionary measures looking to the protec- 
tion of all citizens as may be deemed neces- 
sary. A ‘house-to-house inspection has been 
orderey to ascertain the number of sick in the 
eity and the cause of the sicknass. 

The result ef this inspection, made’ as rapid- 
ly, but thoroughly, as possible, will be given 
to the public as soon as completed. An of- 
ficial investigation into the origin of the 
cases referred _to will be commenced at once. 
There are no reports to the health office of 
any new cases of yellow fever, or any suspi- 
cious. cases, this morning. The inmates. of 
the house where the two cases of yellow 
fever occurred and which are isdlated, are fn 
good health. The excitement which has pre- 
vailed for the last two days, it is gratifyiug 
to see, has snbsided. 

The heaith authorities ask the moral sup- 
port of the citizens of the state in executing 
the health laws and take this occasion for 
earnestly requesting that each one will exer- 
cise the faculty of reason, to enable him to 
suppress fear, allay the oppression of the 
weak and timid, and to avert panics which 
are destructive to all inferests in the state. 
The plain and simple advice is tendered to 
every one to attend to the usual line of bus- 
iness and to leave those legally intrusted with 
the care of the public health the responsibili- 
ties of so doing. 

There seems to be a disposition on the part 
of some communities to resort to the perni- 
cious custom of premature quarantine on the 
slightest cause, and for no good reason, eXx- 
cept aa unreasonable and senseless fear. 
These places are reminded that the health 
laws of Florida prohibit the establishment of 
any quanentine, seacoast or inland, without 
the authority of the state board of health, 
a measure deemed advisable at the organiza- 
tion of the state board of health in 188 to 
prevent the destruction of trade, an infliction 
of unwarrantabie indignities and suffering to 
innocent people. 

A bulletin will be posted morning and even- 
ing at the board of health office in this city, 
giving an official statement of the health 
maiters. JOSEPH O. PORTER. 

State Heaith Officer, Florida. 
Meeting of City Physicians. 

A meeting of the city physicians called by 
President Porter was held at the rooms of 
the board of health this evening and an in- 
vestigation commenced which will be con- 
tinued until all testimony is taken. 

The body of the boy who died yesterday 
at the Marine railway across the bay 
and whose case was reported as being sus- 
picious in connection with a vessel on the 
way, was exhumed last night and a post- 
mortem examination made by Dr. Warren 
E. Anderson and Dr. R. C. White. A 
written report was iurnished by them to 
the board of health that the boy died of 
typhoid fever without any suspicious cir- 
cumstances or surroundings. 


BRUNSWICK’S STRICT QUARANTINE.

Brunswick, Ga., August 11.—(Spectal.)— 
Brunswick has declared quarantine against 
Pensacola and tonight will send inspectors 
to Jesup and Waycross to prevent refugees 
from coming to the city. All the boats will 
be watched upon arrival and no one from 
the infected port allowed to land.

Refugees in Nashville. 

Nashville, Tenn., August 11.—A_ special 
train of fonr coaches, containing about two 
hundred refugees from Pensacola and other 
Florida points, arrived in the city last night. 
Some of the passengers stopped off here. but 
a majority of them left on the regular trains 
and went further north. The exodus was 
due to the rumors of yellow fever in Pen- 
sacola. Some of the refugees attempted to 
leave the train at several Alabama potnts, 
but were prevente@ by quarantine regula- 
tions. No effort was made to prevent their 
entrance into this city and their arrival 
was not even known to the. health officers. 


TEN CHOLERA CASES. 


Five of Them Taken to the Hospital on 
Hoffman Island. 

New York, August 11.—Health Officer Jen- 
kins’s bulletin tonight says there are now 
ten cholera patients in Swinburne island 
hospital, one of whom is convalescing. Five 
of them were taken to the hospital from 
Hoffman island this evenfng. In three of the 
ten cases the diagnosis of cNolera has been 
biologically confirmed. 

Cholera Ravages in Italy. 

Rome, August 11.—The government has 
ordered that a physician and a sanitary corps 
accompany every train running between Na- 
pies and Rome. All the hotels at Rome have 
been cleansed and otherwise put in good con-

THE KHEDIVE IN TROUBLE. 


A Cabinet Crisis Is On—A Quarrel with the 
Prime Minister. 


Oairo, August 11.—The return of the khedive 
from his visit to the sultan at Constantino- 
ple has been marked by a further tension in 
the political situation, and a cabinet crisis 
is now on. The khedive has had a quarrel 
with his prime minister, Riaz Pasha, who 
owes his position to English influence, and 
wants a ministry in accord with his own pol: 
icy which is well known to be a pro French 
one. It was only a few months ago that he 
dismissed his ministers who were in accord 
with the’ English policy and substituted ¢ 
cabinet ‘of his own sélection. Lord: Cromer 
the British’ minister, intervened and forced 
the substitution Of Riaz Pasha as’ prime min- 
ister. The situation between the khedive and 
his official advisers have since been strained, 
and has now resulted in another crisis: that 
te probably again call for British interven- 
tion. 


EARTHQUAKE IN ITALY, 


It Is Believed There Has Been a Great Lom 
of Life. 

Rome, August 11.—A severe earthquake oc- 
curred along the Italian Adriatic coast today, 
and it is believed that there has been a large 
loss of life. The shock was most severe 
in the southern part of the country, more 
particularly in the province of Foggia. The 
telegraph ‘wires to Rodi on the north coast of 
the Garganian promontory and to Manfredonia 
to the south of the promontory, are down, 
and it is as yet impossible to get details of 
the shock from those piaces. The train ser- 
vee is interrupted, and it is conjectured that 
much damage to property has been done in 
the two towns and their neighborhood. 


GORED BY AN OX. 


A Terrible Accident Which Occurred Near 
Union, S. C., Yesterday. 

Union, S. C., August 11.—(Special.)— 
Yesterday at about 2 o’clock Mr. Wallace 
Reigler was gored by his ox. 

It seems that Mr Reigler noticed that the 
chain around his horns was rather tight, 
and making a sore place, so he went out 
with the intention of putting something 
between the chain and flesh. Just as he 
got in a short distance of the ox the animal 
charged on Mr. Reigler and threw him 
over his head. The man is very badly and 
im all probability, fatally injured. A strip 
of flesh an inch and a half wide and clear 
across the stomack was torn up, and beside 
this, there were three other cuts, very deep 
and dangerous. Mr. Reigler is a farmer on 
a small seale and lives on the outskirts of 
town.

Speaking further on the lynching, Lan- 
drut siid: “Me and my wife told ail 
we know about it to the coroner's jury and 
they found that Drurhmond was lynched 
by the soldiers. Everybody was satisfied 
of this though from the first, for the citi- 
zens would never have done it. But now 
I’m afraid to go back home, though I’m 
going if they kill me. You see those sol- 
diers huve got it in for me and my wife 
and I believe they wil] come after us too 
if they get a chance. We've already been 
notified to this effect, because twe testified 
before the coroner’s jury. But they were 
mad with me any way because I swore out 
@ warrant for a soldiér named Rogers, 
who broké the windows of one of my 
houses, and this is what they were mad with 
Drummond about. I gave the war- 
rant to Deputy Sheriff W. P. Sharp and 
he deputized Drummond to help him make 
the arrest. The soldiers claim that Drum- 
mond didn’t treat Rogers right when he 
arrested him, but I don’t know anything 
abéut this. You see everybody up there fs 
afraid of those soldiers. They simply rule 
things and have ev erything their_own way. 
6, Sir, I’ve never had any jll feeling for 
the soldiers up to this time, but I do feel 
hard against them since this lynecbing. 
Ther aré mostly a rough lot of fellows 
and, a8 a rule, are worse than the miners. 
But Dick Dr ummond could have proved an 
alibi, because he was at my house the 
bizht Laugherty wag shot. Yes, I am satis- 
fied there will be trouble up there. Thé 
miners and everybody else is indignant at 
the soldiers and theré Would have been 
trouble before this morning if the miners 
were not afraid to tackle the soldiers. The 
sheriff has been called upon to arrest the 
lynchers, but he is afraid to do his duty. 
I have asked him for protection against the

AN INEGTION OF GARBOLIG ACID 
Put Inte the Arm of a Young Mén Kills 
m. 


Omaha, Neb:; August 11.—(Special.)—Wil- 
iiam Rogers Garner was found dead in a 
room of the Horston gold ¢ire éstabifshment 
yesterday at nook. HK was not known at 
that time who he was, but today’s coroner’s 
inquest brings out the facts. He had been 
a telegraph operator here for the Associated 
Press and bore the neme of Willi#m Rogers. 
His parents are wealthy, living, ii is sald, at 

tlanta, and have a summer residence at Bu- 
ford, Ga., where they now are. ‘His brother- 
in-law is manager of a railroad running into 
Atianta. 

Garner led a strike at Fort Worth ten years 
ago and was blacklisted. This necessitating 
a change of name. He has been 8 hard drink- 
er for a number of months and had graduat- 
ed from thé Houston institute here, but the 
cure did him Httle good. He went on a 
long spree and had determined to reform, 
and had gone there to undertake the cure 
again. 

He went to bed with a man named Dr. 
Ward, and Corporal Shea, of the United 
States army. All three were intoxicated. 
Ward awoke first and says that he saw that 
Garner was very ill, so, as he had been a 
physician, he determined to cure him. In 
his drunken state he injected what he thought 
was diluted alcohdl into Gafner’s veins. Hé 
made three injections of aledhol and one of 
atrophine and Garner at once died. It has 
been discovered that instead of alcohol the 
injection was carbolic acid, one dose of which 
was sufficient té kill any man.

THE PRESIDENT'S MESSAGE THENTHEME 


=e gene That as the Paxt for His Attack 
pon the Party—What He Thinks 
Congress Will Do. 


Flovillg, Ga., August 11.—(Special.)—Tom 
Watson has a new speech and today tried 
it on some 4,000 men, women and children. 
He spoke in the Holmer’s tabernielée on 
the camp ground half way between Flo- 
villa and the Wigwam hotel. This and ad- 
jacent counties turned out to hear him. 


To every oak in the grove a mule was 


hitched contentedly munching a bunch of 
forage in the tail end of a wagon or buggy. 

The voecasion of the new speech was 
President Cleveland’s message and the 
reassembling of congress. 

Mr. Watson would call it a Jeffersonian 
democratic argument on the financial situa- 
tion, and Jeffersonian democracy, as he 
construes it, is very unlike Cleveland 
democracy when it deals with finance. 
The ex-econgressman laid a broad founda- 
tion for what he had to say ov the recent 
message by by reviewing the financial léeg- 
islatiun of this country and showing what 
has been the policy of the democratic party 
from its birth when it was launched from 
the mind of Thomas Jefferson as Minerva 
spran™ sentient and robust frem the head 
of Jove. 

Democracy, said he, was the friend of 
silver from Jefferson to Cleveland: Mr. 
Cleyeland himself was not the uncompro- 
mising enemy of the white metal that he 
is now even up to The campaign of 1888. 
That year the national democratic plat- 
form attitmed the platfor m of 1884, which 
demanded an honest “gold and silver coin- 
age of the constitution and a circulating 
medium convertible juté such money with- 
out loss.’

R. G. Dun & Co.'s weekly review of trade 
will say: The long desired meeting of con- 
gress, which fully answered expectations.

ed. Stocks are stronger, but failures coutin- 
ue and the closing of industrial establish. 
ments. idle hands and silent shops multiply, 
and the disorganization of domestic changes 
is even greater than a week ago. There has 
been nO startling crash, but the forma! fail- 
ures of banks, including one in this city and 
several in Nashville, number thirty-four, while 
refusals to pay except through a clearing 
house or with limitations are becoming more 
common. The commercial disasters, 394 in 
number, include such names as R. H. Cole- 
man, the “iron king;’ J. H. Walker & Co., 
ef Chicago, in dry goods, and H. L. Hotcea- 
kiss, in stocks. 

The arrest of industry goes so far that a 
third of the iron production ceased in the 
month of July and the consumption of iron 
in manufacture diminished 46 per cent from 
May 10th to July Ist. Not even this shrinkage 
stimulates demand enough to support prices, 
which remain the lowest on record, and furth- 
er stoppages in August have reduced the week- 
ly output below 100,000 tons. 

But $13,000,000 bank notes will be quickly 
added to the circulation, through the use of 
the bonds purchased from savyiugs banks and 
$23,000,000 in gold from Europe, in spite of 
the advance in the Bank of England rate to 
4 per cent, and in its charge for gold to 
76 shillings and 10 pence, which, with some 
specie and notes from Canada, will make 
the lgycest addition to the monetary supply 
ever experienced in a single month. If this 
suffices to cause the release of hoarded money, 
some recovery may come without waiting for 
the slow-footed lawmakers at Washington. But 
lat® advices give reason to hope that the 
wishes of the business world may soon be 
answered by thé*unconditional repeal of the 
silver purchasing clause of the. act of 1890. 

Failures during the week number 304 in 
the United States, against 160 last year and 
twenty-five in Canada, against twenty for 
the same week last year. The west still 
contributes the larger number—191 for the 
past week—against 237 for the previous week.

Among these are noted twee additional build- 
ings of the Langley Manufacturing Compahg, 
Augusta, Ga., which will give employment 
to 350 more hands, and the additional build- 
ings being erected by the KReymann Brewing 
Company, of Wheeling, W. Va.

The Real Issue. 

Tie Gourtc1-Journal says that the fiee 
coinage men have scored a point by an 
unexpected display of their willingness 
tc “make ap important concession.” This. 
alleged “important concession” is to be 
found in the following resolutions adop- 
tel by those members of the house of 
represeptatives who favor free coinage 
of silver. 

Resolved, That we will support a bill re- 
pealing the purchase clause of the Sherman 
act, and concurrently providing for the free 
and untrammeled coinage of silver, with full 
legal tender quality on such a ratio as will 
provide and maintain the parity between 


gold and silver. 
Re it further resolved, That a4 committee 


of seren be appotrted by the chairman of 
this conference to draft and introduce such 
a bill and take proper steps to secure the 
free and full discussion and consideration 
thereof, aud a vote of the house upon the 
bill and all proper amendments. : 

We think the readers of The Consti- 


tution, who have followed the financial 
discussion as it has been outlined and 
presented in these columns, will be una- 
ble to find any “concession” in the fore- 
going. In point of fact, the resolutions 
represent the views of all bimetallists. 
There is nothing new in them, and no 
“eoncession” of any sort. It is true, 
Indeed, that some bimetallists contend 
that the proper ratio is 16 to 1, others 
say 151-2 to 1, while still others say 20 
to 1. The ratio, while it is inherently 
inyportant, is a matter of detail to be dis- 
cussed and fixed at the point of least 
fluctuation, so far as human experience 
and intelligence can fix it there. But, 
more important than the ratio is the 
struggle that is now on between the 
gold trust and the bimetallists. In that 
struggle, the ratio plays a very smal] 
part.- The contest is between those who 
believe that silver should be restored to 
our currency as 4 monetary standard, 
and those who maintain that our curren- 
cy and credits should be based on gold 
alone. That is the contention now, and 
it is the most important that has ever 
occurred between the people and the 
bondholding interest. 

If the issue involved the ratio merely, 
it could be settled without any trouble. 
There would be heated discussion, per- 
haps, but uo great principle would be in- 
volved. To debate the ratio at the pres- 
ent moment would be like buying 4 set: 
of harness without knowing whether it 
wus to fit a horse or a goat. Once let 
the fact of free coinage be definitely 
settled, and the ratio will follow as a 
matter of course. 

To put the matter briefly bimetallisis 
stand on the democratic platform which 
pledges the party to the advocacy of the 
usé of “both gold and silver as the stand- 
ard money of the country, and to the 
coinage of both gold and silver without 
discriminating against either metal.” 
Here the principle and policy of free 
coinage is clearly and unmistakably out- 
lined. The question of ratio (involved 
in the term “parity”) is set forth with 
equal clearness. “But the dollar unit 
of coinage of both metals must be of 
eqhal intrinsic and exchangeable value, 
or be adjusted through international 
agreement, or by such safeguards of 
legislation as shall insure the mainte- 
nance of the parity of the two metals, 
and the equal power of every dollar at 
all times in the markets and in the pay- 
ment of debts.” 

Now this is the explicit declaration of 


the democratic platform, and it is as | 


simple and as clear as the English lan- 
guage can make it. It ca be misinter- 
preted only by those who have a pur- 
pose in misinterpreting it. Mark well 
how the parity or ratio is to be fixed 
and maintained, “By international 
agreement;” but if that be impossible, 
then “by such safeguards of legislation 
as shall insure the maintenance of the 
parity of the two metals.” 

This is the doctrine of the platform, 
and it is necessarily the doctrine of the 
party. Moreover, it is concurred in by 
a much larger body of voters than the

This fn- | 
dustrial movement in the south is a whole 
some sign, and is a reminder of the state 
of cotton manufacturing in New England 
forty years ago, when a factory town was 
a thriving American community. 

The ‘Limes thinks that the making of | 
the cheaper cotton fabrics should be a 
flourishing industry in the southern 
states, and should give employment and 
profit to the people of that section, who 
have heretofore devoted themselves to 
the narrow line of agricultural produc- 
tion. It admits that with the raw ma- 
terial at our doors and a good home mar- 
ket it is folly for us tO transport our 
cotton a long distance to the New Eng- 
land mills, and then transport the manu- 
factured product back again. 

Our contemporary believes that the 
development of this industry in the south 
will work no injury to northern inter- 
ests. ‘The demand for cotton goods in- 
creases with the growth of population, 
and the older establishments of the 
north will have enough to do if they 
confine themselves to the finer grades of 
goods and compete with the factories of 
Great Britain. 

It is now conceded by the press and 
the mill men of the north that cotton 
manufacturing will speedily become the 
leading and most profitable industry in 
the south. 


Very Puzzling. 

The St. Louis Republic wants the ad- 
vocates of the gold standard to explain 
the entire parity between silver cer- 
tificates, which are not redeemable in 
gold, and other kinds of currency. These 
certificates have brought a premium in 
the market, although they call for noth- 
ing except silver dollars. ‘ 

Another puzzle is the calm agatisfaction 
of Mexico under a single silver stand- 
ard. The gold sharks seem to believe 
that any country with the free coinage 
of silver is on the road to ruin Yet 
Mexico gets along very comfortably with 
her 377 grain silver dollar and has not 
yet had a bank failure. 

The gold advocates should rise to ex- 
plain. Possibly they are at the wrong 
end of the business. The complacent 
Mexican bankers think s@ and regard 
us as a very short-sighted people 


The Republican View. 


The republicans are. divided on the 
financial question. In the west they 
very generally favor bimetallism, but in 
the east they are for the single gold 
standard. 

In regard to the tariff there is no di- 
vision. HWx-Speaker Reed declares that 
the democratic tariff programme threst- 
ens the wages and salary of every 2iti- 
zen. The Hartford Gourant has this 
comment on the president’s message: 


AS @ message to restore confidence ite 
boldness on the repeal question is practi- 


cally neutralized by the threat to take up 
tariff revision at a iater opportunity. This 
gives new life and danger to one of the 
things that is undermining confidence.. It 
seriously conditions the future operation of 
industries which are now on the anxious 
seat and discharging working people. 

With one sentence he strikes a blow to 
confidence in the future of our industrics 
which more than counteracts the wisdom 
of his recommendation for securing confi- 
dence in the currency. 

It is evident from these express ons 
of opinion that the setliement of pd 
financial question in accordahee with the 
views of the republican monometallists 
of the east would nut satisfy them. They 
will still insist that hign protection must 
be made the permanent policy of the 
government or everything will go to 
smash. 

Perhaps, if the opposition had to 
choose betwen monometallism and high 
protection they would let the fermer go 
and rely upon the McKinley system to 
enrich a few favored classes at the ex- 
pense of the masses. It is possible to 
drive the republicans into a compromise 
on the financial question, but when the 
protective tariff is the issue, they will 
fight for it until the last ditch is reached. 


A Few Tariff Facts. 

Mr. W. D. Kelley, the engineer in 
charge of the survey of the Interna- 
tional railway connecting North and 
South America, indirectly shows the 
evils of our tariff system in a recent 
magazine paper. 

Of the $900,000,000 trade of the Span- 
ish-Ameérican countries we get about 
one-fifth. England gets more than 
double our share of this traffic. 

One cause of this state of affairs is 
our tariff. Mr. Kelley fotind that his 
engineers had paid 20 per cent more for 
their instruments in New York than 
they would have cost if they had or- 
dered them from South Ametica. ‘The 
New York manufacturers actually 
charge customers in the United States 
20 per cent more than they charge their 
patrons in South America. Mr. Kelley 
found that rifles, sewing machines, cali- 
eoes and manufactured articles in gen- 
eral can be bought cheaper in South 
America than In the United States, 

Our American manufacturers nder 
the protective system prefer their home 
market to foreign markets where they 
must sell 20 per cent cheaper than they 
sell to their own people. ‘This explains 
why we get so little of South America’s 
trade. Our manufacturets do hot ¢are 
to reach out for it. 

The way to change this fs to cut down 
our tariff to a revenue basis. Then, our 
people will: buy manufactured goods in 
New York as cheap’as they can be had 
in foreign countriés, and out manufac- 
turers will compete with Europe for the 
South American trade. 

Of course, ft goes without saying that 
the protected American manufacturer 
makes tremendous profits. Otherwise 
he could not sell his goods in South

to the ear of the administration, I can 
scarcely believe, however, that all our wac 
are attributable to the Sherman silver act of 
1290. Silver wae at a Premium when de- 
monetized in 1873. After various efforta it 
was re-established later by the democrats 
and until it was restored to its piace as a 
money there was no abatement of the panic 
which foliowed the republican and English 
degradation of silver in 1873. From its resto- 
ration to respectability until the date of the 
Sherman act there was appirent prosperity 
all over the country, and subsequent efforts to 
rt peal the Bland bill made by goidbugs and 
resisted by friends of silver resulted in the 
Fherman act of 1890, Which has been unsut- 
isfactory and has been follow: d by wiimate 
reduction of the price of silver for the reason 
that every enemy of silver continued to per- 
secute the metal with the result of debasing 
it in this and other countries. Perhaps the 
increased production has to some extent re. 
dreed the silver value, but its greatest and 
most persistent blow was inflicted by the 
causes alr@€ady stated. lL do not believe 
that silver will ever return to its former value 
uatil we counteract the machinations of its 
enemies in this and other countries by  re- 
Storing silver to its position as money on 
Bome ratio of value. 

As to what this ratio should be I do not 
undertake to say, but my own judgment is 
that the purity of gold and silver could de 
maintained and ali friction and trouble avert 
ed between their fric@ls by coining ali the 
Silver doliars and buiiieon if sight into sub- 
sidiary coin and have no silver doliar. We 
need all the change that the siiver would 
furnish, which would be too much for Wali 
street and a few goldbugs of the east, but 
any man who will walk about among the 
humble haunts or read the short bat simple 
annals of the poor, will find that poor menu 
in this country neéd all the small change that 
all the silver in America will make, coined 
into subsidiary coin at the ratio of 2 to 1. 
Geid is not suited for small change and an 
experiment for using paper for small change 
proved an absolute failure. 

I have suggested a remedy for ali the small 
change we need I think. The government 
will nos’ constitutionally usurp the functions 
of its citizens to coin gold or silver, but will 
only provide for them to coin and disseminate 
it among the people for their own prolit. The 
government is simply a corperation entering 
the market. it can no more make doliars 
than the bird on the limb. Under our con- 
stitution the government may provide for 
coining all the silver and goid which its ¢iti- 
zeus may bring to the mints which the same 
constitution provides that the government 
Shall establish. Lhe government may regu- 
late the comparative yaiue as well as tue 
value of foreign coin and Hx the standard oi 
weights and measures. In order to pay goy- 
ernment debts it may levy and collec. taxes, 
duties, imports and excise, but wher it levies 
duties, imports aud excise they shall be uni- 
form. Our national constitution dves not 
even allow a state, one of its constituent 
commonwealths, a corporation co-equal with 
itself, to coin money or emit bills. of 
credit, or make anything but gold and gilver 
legal tender. How much greater is a national 
bank, a creature of the government, than a 
sovereign state which furnishes bone and 
sicew, and blood and devotion to save the 
republic when the other nations assail it, 
aud threaten its very existence. 

Yet before we talk further about our fina.- 
cial trouble just think a minute about what 
our goverument has done. Jt has estab- 
lished a system of national banks. It was 
provided under that system that au assovia- 
tion might deposit with the treasurer a Cer- 
tain amount of United States bonds except in 
certain cases not to exceed one-third of their 
paid in capital. They may then receive from 
the comptroller of the currency notes of dif- 
ferent denominations signed in blank, equal in 
amount to 90 per cent of the current market 
Value of the bonds so deposited. Now, after- 
wards, it was enacted that no note less than 
five dollars should be issued, @nd up to 1870 
ali the aggregated banks were not allowed 
to issue over $350,000,000 of Dills. The cur- 
rency was taxed 1 per cent, and in a spirit 
of fairness, pari passu, with the provision 
that the duties, imports, ete., should be uni- 
form, the prehibitory tax ef 10 per cent was 
laid on the state bunks. 

Up to 1874 the national banks had not even 
attempted to reach the limit allowed them 
for circulation. At that time all limit was 
teken off and they were allowed to furnish 
currepcy enough for the country. As 1 am 
infofmed, the increase has not been indulged 
for the express reason that they cannot af- 
ford to pay 1 per cent taxes on thelr own 
bills wheh their depositors furnish them all 
money necessary fof them te control the cur- 
rency. 

There is another special privilege accorded 
to these gentlemen who are the favorites of 
the government. They may deposit in the 
treasury at their own sweet will any amount 
or all of their circenlating bills, and there 
let them remain until they see fit to dfaw 
them out again. — 

There is another fact; while there is a per 
capita circulation in the eastern and some 
of the northern states uf two or three lun- 
dred dollars, in sume parts vf the south tuere 
is not 6 ¢ents per capita. That is because we 
ru a stream of every imaginable yankee pro- 
duction that Gan be devised between Tartarus 
and yankeedom which we purchase at any 
price, add pay for as long as we have the 
wherewith; but Wwe have paid Out more than 
we take in for so long that we bave struck 
bottom, which you will ever do if you pay 
Gut more than you take in. You can rua 
down stream and pull a boat with ail your 
strength, and deepen the water and it will 
carry sti more, but what we need its to run 
the beat the other way a while and freight it 
heavily. But 1ét that be. . 

We have seen that the government has 
unconstitutionally delegated to the national 
banks & monopoly of ouf currency. We have 
scen by reason of that monupoly that it ein 
contract the currency until there is no money, 
and then tell the poor people that. there is 
nO money to accommodate their necessities or 
relieve their distresses, and buy all they 
have for nothing. 

Then the remedy I would suggest is this: 
First, convert all the asllver into change in 
intrinsic value on a parity with gold. Second, 
compel national banks whose assets aggregate 
two or three billions and whose cireulation 
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i. high @hough for 
, can be made as safe as national

A week ago the an- | 
nouncement was made in The Constitution ‘| 
that youhg . Rathbun and Mr. Er 
Lawshe had purchased the string instru- 
ment and music book department of the 
music establishment of Freyer & Bradley 
and would continue to ¢onduct the business 
in conjunction with that firm. Many con- 
sratulations were showered iipon the prom- | 
ising pair of young béginhers and to every- 
one their start seemed most propitious. 

Thursday at noon Mr. Rathbun left 
the store to go to dinner at his boarding 
house, the Albemarle, on Ivy street. He 
ate a hurried dinner, prepared a bundle of 
toilet articles and left the house. It seen 
that he went from here to Savannah, 

Zhe circumstances of his depafture were 
such as to cause immediate wonder and un- 
easiness. When he failed to show up in the 
afternoon, Mr. Lawshe, who had known 
him for years, knew that something was 
wrong. When night came he was beside 
himself with distress, for Rathbun had 
been as a brother to him. He made in- 
quiries throughout the city, but learned 
nothing.

He called on the police to assist him in 
his search, not because of any criminal 
charge that might be bronght, for there 
was not the slightest, but because he be- 
lieved that when Mr. Rathbun left the 
city he was not acting in a responsible 
manner.

The Young Man Who Was Mixed Up in 
the Pierson Affair 


SAID TO HAVE LEFT THE CITY. 


The Negro Woman Fined—Miss Pierson’s 
Brother Comes from Alabama to 
Prosecute the Case. 


The plot thickens in the ease of Connie 
Pierson. No two persons can be found who 
agree to the same facts in regard to her dis- 
eppearance from home, and at the urgent re- 


quest of the young girl’s mother and two } 
brother& Chief Connolly is pursuing a thor- | 


ough investigation of all the details con- 
nected with the case. 

The oldest brother of Connie Pierson, who 
lives in Montgomery, Ala., came here imme- 
diatély after hearing of the affair and pro- 
poses to remain until the matter is sifted 
to the very bottom. Yesterday morning he, 
his mother and younger brother called on 
Chief Connolly about the ease. 

Mra. Pierson was very earnest in her sup- 
port of the theory that her daughter had 
been drugged. She belieVed that a young 
man had carMied Connie to the negro woman's 
house and given her some strong drug which, 
for the time, deprived her of her senses. 
The young girl stated that she was carried 
to the house by Don White in a hack and 
that he forcibly earried her into the house 
In his arms. Sooh after going inside the 
house she was given a glass of water to 
drink and immediately aficr swallowing it 
she became insensible. 

Mra. Pierson aiso had a silk handkerchief 
with the letter “B’’ embroidered in one cor- 
ner. She said the handkerchief had been 
the property of the young man and Connie 
had carried it off with her. She stated that 
the handkerchief had been saturated with 
chloroform and placed over her daughter's 
face, while the latter was sleeping. The 
handkerebief will figure prominently as evi- 
dercée if the ease is é@ver tried. 

Chief Connolly promised Mrs. Pierson and 
her two sons that everything possible would be 
done in the case. He gave orders that ex- 
tra vigilance be taken to arrest the young 
man White, and that no ether young man be 
arrested. It was learned that White had 
left the city for Huntsville, Ala. 

Yesterday afternoon Laura Neilson, the ne- 
gro woman who was arrested under the 
charge of kidnaping Connie Pierson, was 
arraigned before Judge Caihoun. The two 
young girls appeared in court and made their 
statements. The woman avowed her inno- 
eence of all intentional wrong and Judge Cal- 
houn was inclinéd to believe that she was 
less guilty than others and had only been 
used as a tool. He gave ber a fine of $15 
and costs and it may be that a state Case 


will be instituted against her.

NEW YORK, August 11.—Under the influ- 
ence of the heavy receipts of gold from Eu- 
rope, advices from London und Paris of 
further engagements for sMpment to this 
side, the material reductions in the premi- 
ums on currency, the sbarp drop in sterling 
exchange and a favorable turn in the rates 
of domestic exchange at the west, the stock 
market displayed unusual streifgth today. 
At intervals the bears were aggressive aud 
managed to bring about sharp declines in 
some of the speculattve shares, but when- 
ever the pressure was lifted rales promptly 
ensued, and in a majority of instauces prices 
closed above last night's final quotations, 
Sugar and General Electric. were particularly 
erratic. The former. first rose from 73 3-4 
to 75 and after dropping to 711-4 rallied to 
74 and closed at 73. General Electric opened 
I per cent lower at 45, Jumped to 47, cgeee 
to 441-2 and left off at 46. Chicago Gas 
was the strongest of the Industriais, ad- 
vwancing from 51 to 533-4 and closing. with 
a net gain of 2 per cent. Manhattan made 
a similar advance and Western Unton gained 
13-8 per cent. There was a_ fair inquiry 
for the Grangers—Missouri Pacific. Union 
Pacific and New York Central—for both the 
long and short accounts, and the offerings 
on the way up were comparatively light. 
The transactions were only 157,000 shares, 
including 40,000 unlisted. The one fact 
above all others which inspired confidence 
and contributed most to the = strength of 
the market was the offering of money on 
time in round amounts for the first time in 
several weeks. There was a feeling of gen- 
uine relief at this new_phase of the new 
manetary situation. ®Bpeculation closed 
etrong in tone.

unless confidence is restored throughout the country 
by the action of congress it seems litely that the 
southern planter will be put in the same position as 
the western wheat man—namely, of receiving low 
prices for the early shipment of cotton. The influence 
of the prospective shipment of a portion of our stock 
the near position has sharply advanced, closing at a 
premium over September deliveries of about 4 pointe. 
This is the natural course of an article which is nearer 
the consumer than the crop that is now coming from 
the hands of the producer, and is regarded af a signifi- 
cant pointer as to what will happen uniess the mone- 
tary stringency is relieved. The market after the de- 
clipe at the opening has become very steady, and 
closes at an advance of from i3@14 points for August 
and i@5 points for the more distant positions.

NEW YORK, August 11—Today’s cotton market was 
fairly active but without any great display of spirit. 
The early Liverpool cables were more favorable than 
was expected, and our market was incliaoed to open at 
an advance over last night’s prices, but there were pri- 
vate cables here indicating a further decline, and eaused 
further selling and hammering by the locai bears. 
When they tired of that the market gradaally improved, 
as buying orders were received. One influencing fa- 
vorable feature was the demand for August, which was 
by some shorts. This of course stimulated the other 
months. Crop news is scarce,and the bureau report 
is entirely forgottun. The lassitude among the specu- 
lative element still remains a marked feature here, and 
we can but repeat what we stated last evening—the 
market will probably be a narrow one for some time, 
fluctuating 10 points, but will add that operations on 
the bull side, by buying before selling, seems more rea- 
sonable than the reverse. There appears to be a much 
better feeling in all financial and commercial circles.

AT] these 
features tended to give us a more healthy 
market and higher prices. Shorts have been 
fairly free buyers with an increased buying 
for long account. This advanee may check 
the buying for shipment, and if s0, we may 
get another set back while traders are be- 
comipg more. accustomed to adjustment of 
values. The close was very strong, Septem- 
ber 2 3-8c over yesterday. Corn was about 
as much adversely affected by the quite 
liberal rains west as favorably affected by 
the government report.

But the train did not come and 
the special physician and the sanitary in- 
spectors, Who went down the road to meet 
the train, had the trip for nothing. 

The board of health met again yesterday 
afternoon, and the meeting was for the 
purpose of listening to the reports of the 
sanitary officers. Chief Veal reported that 
the quarantine grounds were ready for 
use and that a case could be given the 
quickest and most rapid as well as .the 
most satisfactory handling. He informed 
the board of the work he and his aides 
bad done and said he was willing to give 
his time right along to the work. Presi- 
dent Alexander informed the board that he 
had selected Dr. Kennedy for the work of 
inspecting the trains and that the doctor 
was subject to the order of the board. 
The doctor made the trip out yesterday, 
but no suspicious cases were detected and 
his work was not unpleasant. 

Many of the Floridians who ¢ame in on 
the special train and who came in on the 
regular trains are pleased to know that 
no more cases have shown up. Nearly all 
of them are now hopeful that the two 
deaths were not due to yellow fever and 
some of them have announced their de- 
termination to return home tomorrow or the 
next day untess some new cases are de- 
veloped. Some of them are now inclined to 
think that they left Pensacola without 

any cause and that they took fright tov 
quickly. 

Still it is not an assured fact that the 
fight of those who came in was not ad- 
visable.

That Infested Florida in the Early Days. 
Story of the Murrelites. 

av a¥eross, Ga:, August 11.—(Special-) 

Have you ever heard of the Murrellite 
gang?” asked Mr. James Ellenwood of 
The Constitution correspondent. “It was 
one of the most sneaking, thieving bands 
of outlaws that ever walked upon Florida 
soil,” he continued. 

“I was in a hotel in Boston in October, 
1836, and a celebrated doctor of Monte- 
cello, Pla., advised me to go to Florida 
and spend the winter, assuring me that 1 
would regain my health. I sailed for Cedar 
Keys that fall and there was not a single 
building there. The Tndian war was going 
on at the time. I met General Taylor at 
Cedar Keys. A few days before arriving 
there a duel was fought between General 
Lee Reed and Gus Alston; the latter was 
killed. The duel grew out of a politital 
quarrel, I moved to south Georgia the 
next year. There were but few settlers 
here then. The country was full of wild 
beasts and thousands of screaming paro- 
quets. A man named Youmans, who was 
a great slave trader, stole six free 
children from a free woman and sold them. 
He was caught and killed by a band of 
men known as the “Regulators.” The 
regulators were formed from the settlers 
of Thomas county, Georgia, and Jefferson 
county, Florida. The band was organized 
for the purpose of keeping down lawless- 
ness. Their time was occupied mostly in 
hunting the Murrellites, a notorious band 
of land pirates who made their depreda- 
tions principally in Thomas and Jefferson 
counties. The Murrellites were for many 
years the terror of the people of this sec- 
tion. Lives and property were in jeopardy 
all the time. Where they went they killed 
and insulted men, women and children. 
The Murrellites dressed like Indians and 
wore moccasins. They tried to make it ap- 
pear by their dress that they were In- 
dians in order to cause the settlers to aec- 
cuse the Indians of having committed the 
many crimes committed by themselves. It 
is believed thaf a great many skirmishes 
with the Indians were brought on by the 
sneaking manner in which the Murrellites 
went about committing crimes. Bill Mur- 
rell and Jack Jewell were supposed to have 
been the leaders of the Murrellites. Many 
homes were made desolate by the outlaws 
and the people believed that it was the 
work of Indians and would then hunt thes. 
The ¢hief object of interest to the Mur- 
rellites appeared to have been money and 
other valuables. In order to secure these 
things they did not hesitate to shed the 
blood of men, women and children. The 
ring leaders of the band were captured by 
the regulators and were promptly shot to 
deata. The Indians after that were gener- 
ally peaceable, and the people began to 
prosper and be happy. ae Jewell, the 
last chief of the Murrellites, was said to 
have been one of the most cruelwoutlaws 
ever operating in this section. At his ex- 
ecution, he is said to have stated, that the 
Indians were the ones who had caused so 
much crime in this section ‘and that the 
Murrellites were all innocent of the charges 
made against them. The regulators ea. 
sent a bullet through the body of Jack 
Jewell, and he died hard.” 


FROM BISHOP GAINES. 


The Negro Methodist Bishop Writes on 
Current Topics. 

Wytheville, Va., August 8.—Editor Constt- 
tution: Your valuable paper has become the 
accepted leading channel of journalism of all 
southern newspapers, if not northern ones, 
through which we can reach the people of 
the United States. 

Will you, therefore, please, indulge me 
while I address a few lines on ex-Sena- 
tor Ingalls’s recent letter on the proposed 
pegro exodus to Africa? 

My feelings have been so;newhat afoused 
since the reading of Dr. Lafferty’s letter to 
The Richmond Christian Advocate. I have 
been more intensely aroused after reading a 
quotation from Hon. John Temple Graves, of 
Georgia. He has been instrueting the people 
of Wisconsin, at the Monona Lake assembly, 
as to the future of the negro race. He would 
like to have Colorado or New Mexico cr Ari- 
zona given over to the negro as a negro 
state, and have all moye there aud then let 
no whites hold office. Now, Mr. Editor, these 
all are superior men, in ability, but they 
seem to be at fault so far as the negro prob- 
lem is concerned. 

Mr. Ingalls thinks his plans would be a 
cure for all alleged g@ffonal evils so far as 
the negro problem is concerned. Now, as 
against this gaudy flamboyant rhetoric of 
the defeated Kansas senator, I desire to 
offer in Heu of sending the negro to Africa: 
Let our white friends keep up the process of 
education and enlightenment of the negro, 
and I believe that this will solve the prob- 


lem. 

I think in these few lines I have expressed 
more truth and common sense than a!) that 
the gloomy, sore and disappointed ‘‘states- 
man, who is out @f a job,’ has expressed in 
his plan of African exodus. I have great 
faith in God, who wisely orders the affairs 
of nations and men. And I have confidence 
in the Christianity, patriotism and love of 
justice in the people of the United States, 
and I firmly believe in the ultimate triumph 
of right and vindication of the capacity of all 
the people for self-government. 

But in Mr. Ingalls’s plan I see nothing but 
distrust, unpopular self-government, a morbid 
discontent Mi a railing and querulous raving 
at conditions that will finally but surely 
yield to the process of solution through edu- 
cation and enlightenment. 

The stability of property values, business, 
social equality and the like are in no peril 
from negro suffrage, either in the south or 
north. 

I wonder why. this distinguished senator 
has changed in his feeling toward the ne- 
When he was in the senate he af- 
firmed that in the treatment ef the negro 
we have tried everything, but one thing we 
ought to have tried. And he recommended 
that we try that now. He said: “Let us try 
and be just.’’ But the papers quote him 
recently as saying, let us try BO longer. to 
be just. The negro is a failure. 

I charge that Mr. Ingalls did more to 
fan race prejudice and sectional passion into 
a fierce flame than any one Man I am able 
to think of.’ He made several speeches in 
the senate, wherein he spoke of the ‘south 
sleeping on a slumbering volcano and used 
similar word paintings, as if betokening the 
marshaling of soldiers and the tramp of 
armed men, and his speeches went into the 
remotest hamlet of the south to stir up race 
prejudice and bad feelings. Education and 
enlightenment aud justice have not proved a 
failure. Let the good white people and the 
eo'ored people of the United States be not 
weary in weil doing. The blessed results 
will come in God's own appointed § time. 
Twenty-five years in the life of an individual 
may seem a long time, but in the life of a race 
or a pation it is very brief. 

“A thousand yeers in thy sight are but as 
yesterday when it is passed and as @ watch 
in the night.’’ 

Thirty years ago it was @ crime in the 
south te teach negroes to read or to write, 
but today and for twenty-five years negro 
schools and negro universities stand upon 
the very ground where twenty-nine years ago 
General J. B. Hood's cannon sent shot and 
shell into General Sherman's army.

Ingalls has become mad and the heat of his 
passion leads him to advecate banishing the 
negroes to Africa because of his defeat, I 
advise him to depart himself to the north 
frigid zone until the fever of defeat and 
banishment of the negroes to Africa have 
ggg here in the south through slavery;

torical romance of the time of the Bonapartes, 
a sort of tragical souvenir, founded on fact, 
and which again shows us that the heart of 
a woman is always an.enigmatical gulf.

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A Sensational Case to Be Tried in 


~ Greene County. 


A CONVICT COMPELLED TO EAT GUANO. 


A Charge of Murder Is Preferred Againsta 
Convict Guard—Horrible 5ufferings 
and Death in Shackles. 


At the next term of the superior court 
in Greene county a case is to be tried which 
will attract national attention. 

It grows out of the death of a negro 


convict sentenced to the chaingang of that } 


county for a period of twelve months. 

The negro died within four months after 
reaching the convict camp. As a result 
the guard employed by the lessee has been 
bound over for murder and the lessee him- 
self will have to fight a suit for damages. 

The prisoners sentenced by the county 
court of Greene are leased by Mr. Luther 
J. Barswell, a farmer of that county. 
It appears from the writ in the murder case 
that the negro was received at the convict 
camp during the month of last December. 

At that time the deceased was a man 
weighing over two hundred pounds and 
remarkable for his physical strength and 
rugged healthfulness. He was put to cut- 
ting cord wood and was required to execute 
a task of four cords per day. A guard stood 
over him to see that the work was done. 
This was during the memorable cold spell 
in December. Snow was six inches deep on 
the ground and the wind cut like a ¢harp 
knife. A fire was kept burning in the 
woods, but it is charged that the convict 
was not permitted to stand by it and warm 
himself and in his hurried efforts to warm 
his hands in passing he burnt one of the 
tingers off to the first joint. 

In the meantime cruel punishment was 
inflicted at short intervals by the guard with 
a heavy strap on the bare back. 

The negro began to lose a 
pound of flesh per day and 
within a short time dwindled away to a 
mere skeleton. While in this weak condi- 
tion he was put co work in the field. 

One day, it is alleged, he was strewing 
acid phosphate and happened to waste a 
double handful on the ground. The guard 
who was standing over him at the time, 
compelled him to gather up the guano and 
eat it. 

This was followed, so the writ charges, 
with cruelties even more atrocious. 

One morning the guard startetl with the 
convict to the field, and while en route 
the latter sank to the ground unable to go 
any further. 

This was followed by a castigation with 

a heavy strap that bruised almost every 
inch of the poor devil’s body. The latter 
being helpless and unable to move the 
guard chained him to a tree in the field 
where he lay from early in the morning 
until late in the evening. 
_ During this time the negro-was in an 
unconscious state and when seen -during 
the day by a couple of gentlemen who were 
passing he was digging his hands into the 
sround as though suffering the tortures of 
the damned. 

This was on Saturday and that night the 
guard struck the man in the mouth with 
a pair of brass knucks which knocked out 
his front teeth. 

On the following day death released the 
negro from his sufferings. 

A post-mortem examination was made 
and an inquest held. The verdict of the 
jury was that the deceased came to his 
death from pneumonia superinduced by ex- 
posure, 

The stockade in which the convict was 
kept was without fireplace or windows 
and the prosecution will endeavor to prove 
that the negro was killed by cruel punish- 
ment and exposure to cold. 

The prosecution was instituted against 
the guar by the convict'’s wife, and she is 
represented in that ease and a suit for 
damages against Lessee Barswell by Hon. 
John C. Hart. The defendants are repre- 
sented by Colonel Hal Lewis. The case will 
come to trial next week.

A Rich New Yorker's Dowble Life Dis- 
elosed By Death. 


EACH WIFE HAD THREE CHILDREN. 


Neither Fainily Knew of the Existence of 
the Other—They Agreed to Settle 
the Property Issue Amicably. 


New York, August 11.-—When Senor 
Felix Goyin y_ Pinto, a merchant of this 
city, trading with Cuba and the South 
American republics, died about July 4, 
1891, he left, as appears, from legal pro- 
ceedings, two homes, two widows, two sets 
of children, some grandchildren and an es- 
tate worth half a million. 

A few days after the death of the wealthy 
merchant Mme. Gorin; residing on Lexing- 
ton avenue, applied through her lawyers, 
the firm of Donohu@, Newcombe & Car- 
doza, to Surrogate Ransom for an order au- 
thorizing her to open a box, belonging to 
the deceased, which was in the vault of 
the Mercantile Safe Deposit Company. 
The grounds on which this application was 
made were that the petitioner. having 
diligently séarched for a will which her de- 
ceased husband had made and having failed 
to find it, she believed the will must be in 
the strong box which the deceased kept at 
the safe deposit company, There seemed no 
reason why the y’s application should 
not be granted, especially as she appeared 
as and showed some evidence of being the 
true, lawful and only widow of the dead 
——- Surrogate Ransom granted the 
order, 

Mme. Govin, accompanied by one of her 
lawyers, called at the Mercantile Safe De- 
posit Company and produced the order of 
the surrogate. To her surprise, some of 
the otticiais there objected and said te 
order must have been granted on qa iris- 
taken &tite of affairs. MMe had seen Meve, 
Govin, and the lady who now appeared 
was not the same.

that the three children of the Lexington 
avenue family. ran along at about the same 
age as the three of the Thirty-seventh 
street family. To whom had the deceased 
been married first, either at common law 
or ecclesiastica! ceremony? was an  impor- 
tant question. It is also a curious coinci- 
dence that of the three children in both 
families there are two daughters and one 
son in each. The eldest daughter by the 
Latin mother is. Mrs... Louisana Govin de 
Miranda, the wife of Dr. Miranda, of this 
city, and she was made the executrix of 
the will. 

With this contest on hand a temporary 
administrator had to. be appointed to look 
after the large estate in the meantime. 
The estate consisted of houses in Twenty- 
third street, [wenty-seventh street and other 
places throughout the city; also mortgages 
on houses in New York, lands in Florida 
and in the west, large blocks of railroad 
stocks and registered bonds. By consent 
of both sides Mr. Frederick Lewis was 
appointed temporary executor and took 
charge of the estate, occupying the offices 
of the deceased at No. 109 Water  atreet. 
In the will the German wife was not men- 
tioned at all, but her three children were 
included as legatees. He willed to them 
the houses No. 241 West Twenty-third 
street, No. 758 Lexington avenue and No. 
204 West Thirty-ninth street. He also 
gave them $31,000 in United States bonds 
and $29,000 in cash. This was down jn 
a codicil to the will and it is understood 
that before his death he generously en- 
riched the mother of these children so as to 
make her secure against the possibility 
of testamentary litigation. A reason given 
for not mentioning the German widow in 
the will was that if he had recognized her 
as his wife and also the Latin widow as 
his wife the will would, as a legal docu- 
ment, be invalid. 

Donohue, Newcombe & Cardozo started in 
to establish a coinmon law marriage to the 
German widow before the ceremonial mar- 
riage to the other lady, and a small army 
of people were engaged to make invyestiga- 
tions in all directions. There was. half a 
million behind the contest and that would 
bear the expenses of any amount of litiga- 
on. Far-reaching inquiries atid prepara- 
‘tions for the contest were going on aetively 
on both sides for a couple of months, when 
the temporary udministrator exploded 4 
bombsheli. He discovered What he thought 
WhsS A mutilation of the checkbooks and 
books of account .ef. the. , deceased.. ; These 
mutilations, he thonglit, ul@ be, only for 
ole purpose, namely, to effect the contest 
as to which was the legitimate family.

William F, Ran- 
del, attorney, of No. 114 Nassau street, was 
employed by Mr. Lewis to attend to the 
necessary legal matters connected with the 
administration of his trust, Some time after 
his appointment Mr. Lewis found that the 
checkbooks and books of accounts of the 
testator had been tampered with and mu- 
tilated.

SILVER AND LABOR 
Mr. J. B. Osborne Will Speak Tonight at 
the Artesian Well, 


HIS SUBJECT, THE RELATION OF SILVER 


To Labor and of Labo? to Comimerce—Mr 
Osborne Is Organizer of the Brother- 
hood of Painters and Deéorators. 


~ - 


Tonight, at 8 o'clock, in front of the ar- 
tesiin well, Mr. J. B. Osborne, the fia- 
tional organizer of the Brotherhood of 
Painters and Decorators of America, will 
address the working men of this city. 

His subject jg one of popular interest and 
one that will, no doubt, draw out a large 
crowd to hear him. 

He will discuss “The Relation of Silver 
to Labor And of Labor to Commerce.” 

Mr. Osborne is an old Atlanta boy, and 
was born in this city. He received a eom- 
mon school education, after whieh he serv- 
ed an apprenticeship at house-painting. 
Whet nihetéén years of age he entered the 
ministry of the Congregational chureh. 
From Atlanta he went to California, where 
he resumed his trade with success until 
May, 1892, at which time he was sent as 
a delegate from the staté labor convention, 
held in San Francisco, to the people's 
party convention, which was held at Stock- 
ton. His services were soon afterwards 
secured as state lecturer of that party. 
He has always taken an active part in the 
affairs of labor, and has advocated his prin- 
ciplés with eloquence and ability: 

The papers of the country speak in very 
high terms of Mr. Osborne as a young ora- 
tor, and as thé earnest exponent of the 
principles which he represents. Hig speech 
tonight will, ho doubt, be fell of interest, 
and all who hear him will be interested. 

Mr. Osborne was @ delegate to the Chi- 
eago silver convention, elected by the state 
labor convention of Colorado on the 15th 
of last July.

The Life of Pearl Harris man | 
’ By a Thread. 


SHE HAS ASKED FOR A_ PRIEST. 


Mattie Samuelson Makes Vain Efforts to 
Geta Dying Statement irom Her 
in Order to Clear Herself. 


The life of Pearl Harris, the young wo- 
man who was hacked to pieces by Stella 
Cole’s fatal knife in a fight at No, 3 Col- 
linus street last Friday night, has been 
despaired of and her death is almost cer- 
tain. If she dies, Stella Cole, who now 
occupies a ¢ell in the woman's department 
at police headquarters, will be heki for 
murder. 

Hler death was expected to occur at al- 
most any hour yesterday. She was fever- 
ish aud during the morning had a severe 
hemorrhage. As she tossed about upon 
her bed in the gilded] place of sin, she 
teld those who were watching her that she 
was dying. 

At one time she grew exceedingly rest- 
less and feverish and she called Madame 
Burton to her side and said: 

“I am dying. When I was living au hon- 
est life IL’ belonged to the Catholic church. 
My parents belong to that church now. 
Will you send for a priest for me before l 
die?” 

Madame Burton promised the girl that 
she wonld and later when: she became 
worse, Pearl Harris asked anxiously that 
the priest be sent for at once. I*or some 
reason the man of God was not sent for 
and Pearl Harris lingered throughout the 
afternoon. 

Dr. Talley has been doing all he could 
for the wounded woman, but the wound 
is of such a serious nature as to render 
its treatment difficult. He decided yester- 
day to call in Dr. Harris after the girl's 


| condition assumed such grave appearances. 
Fhe police department was notified of the” 


dangerous nature of the woman's wounds 
yesterday and an officér went to the place 
to ascertain her chances of life. Mattie 
Samuelson, one of the women who was 
arrested for participating in the difficulty 
and who is now under bond, called at po- 
lice headquarters yesterday and asked the 
assistance of the depar@™inent in getting a 
dying statement from Pearl Harris. 

She stated that she was under charge of 
being implicated in the cutting when the 
fact was that Pearl Harris was her friend 
and she was doing all she could to assist 
ber when she was cut. She was very much 
concerned about the Harris waman’s dan- 
gerous turn and said she had used every 
effort to get a dying statement from her. 

“Tf I can get a statement from her it 
will clear me entirely,’”’ she said, “but if 
I do not get it and she dies 1 will be held 
as accessory to murder and there’s no tell- 
ing what they will bring against me.” 

She said xhe went to the house to get 
the dying statement but was refused ad- 
mittance on account of the condition of the 
injured womau. She wanted the depart- 
ment to assist her in gaining the statement 
she wanted. Considering the dangerous 
state of the Harris woman, the request 
had to be refused. 

Stella Cole, who may be held for mur- 
der, is taking her incarceration very quiet- 
ly. She telegraphed for her sister, but the 
latter has not arrived. Stella Cole killed 
a woman with a knife in Knoxville, Tenn., 
three years ago. A woman who witnessed 
the killing told the officers a very gruphic 
story of it yesterday. 

The woman who was killed was Nan 
Lettsinger, the keeper of a disreputable 
house. There was jealousy between the 
two and one day Lettsinger started after 
Stella Cole with a pistol in her hand. 
Stella Cole ran and hiding behind a piano 
waited for her foe to come up. As she 
passed her Stella Cole sprang upon her 
and drove a knife into her breast. The 
woman sank to the floor. 

“Do you think you have had enough?’ 
Stella Cole asked. 

“] think 1 have—you have -killed me,” 
sal the dying woman. The Lettsinger wo- 
man killed a man once and he died upon the 
tloor before her very-eyes in terrible agony. 
Long after that the frightful vision haunt- 
ed her and when the scene rose befvre 
her she became terrified and’ would run 
about frantically. She told her associates 
that she knew she would be killed, and 
when her time came she begged them not 
to let her die on the floor as her victim 
had done. When she lay dying she begged 
them not to let her die on the floor. Some 
one started to lift her up. 

With a threatening jesture Stella Cole 
drove them back, saying if any one touch- 
ed her she would kill the person. She was 
easily acquitted on the plea of self-defense. 
It may be that such a plea will save her 
a second time.
